Often guilt in high places is either not 
acknowledged or not understood by the 
guilty. Some men, admitting giiilt, seem 
to think a proper response is to say they 
will cease misb«l»aving when others do. 

Lines between acceptable behavior and 
misconduct are fuzzily drawn. A suburb- 
anite can see no difference between push- 
ing a friend into a swimming pool at a 
party and thousands of dollars worth of 
vicious vandalism done- to an expensive 
home. 

Morality weakens at all economic lev- 
els, in all parts of this land. Knowing the 
burden will fall on insurance firms, and 
be widely spread in higher premiums for 
all, juries award fantastic sums to the 
injured in automobile accidents. But a 
survey in one city shows juries seldom 
impose stiff penalty on persons who have 
killed others in such accidents. 

Manners sag along with morals. Much 
pubfie- behavior today finds the individ- 
ual moving as if in a magic capsule, in- 
different to all about him. ' 

A civilization, in its biggest acts and 
its smallest, is made and maintained by 
men who care. Relatively, they are a 
diminishing number in our life today. 

If we do not find more of them, the 
troublesome "minority" may become a 
majority one day. Then the power and 
vigor and spirit of this great civilization 
would be gravely menaced.

Jordan said he has received "a flood of In- 
quiries" from people who "wonder why we are 
surrendering control of our rivers at a time 
when downstream interests seem determined 
to exploit our watersheds and spawning beds." 

The senator Implies that the Wild Rivers Bill 
is a give-away of Idaho resources, when, in 
fact, it is a measure designed to protect them. 
He uses the term "federal control," when the 
bill is designed to give federal protection. 

Jordan snid he has "no quarrel with the ob- 
jectives" of the bill. "In fact, I would be among 
the first to agree that these objectives are very 
laudable . . . This new conservation concept 
may well prove good for Idaho, but I see no 
immediate need to commit our two greatest 
rivers to this system." 

The objective of the bill Is to preserve in their 
niStural state the main segments of the Salmon 
and Clearwater Rivers in Idaho and other wild 
rivers in other states. The preservation of a re 
source is not something that can wait until the 
"immediate need" is apparent. The whole point 
of the bill i.s that something must be done now 
before it is tdo late to act. 

If the rivers arc restricted now lo their na- 
tural stale, nnd it is discovered later that it is 
imnecess.Try. thcv can he dropped from the wild 
nvcrs system. If. on the other hard, develop- 
ments of the rivers begins and ir is discovered 
later the development w.is a mistake, it would 
he too late to do anvthing about it. Senator 
Church's proposal is reversible.

WASHINGTON (UPl)— Some- 
body down at the Agriculture 
Department? has figured out that 
the sex appeal of an unmated 
ffemale tobacco romnworm moth 
is equal to that of a 15-watt 
light bulb. 

This is something to think 
about OS we look ahead to Na- 
tional Insect Electrocutor Week. 

Rating the allure of a lady 
hornworm in terms of wattage 
is the latest in a series of dirty 
tricks that the department has 
be£n springing on insects. , 

First it was the sterilization 
of the screwworm fly. The de- 
partment found that if a cer- 
tain number of male flies were 
rendered hors de combat, so to 
speak, the entire screwworm 
population would eventually dis- 
appear. 

Then camo synthetic gypsy 
moth attractant. The boys in 
the lab managed to Isolate what- 
ever it is that makes girl moths 
appealing to boy moths. So they 
duplicated it chemically. 

At last report, the department 
was baiting gypsy moth traps 
with the stuff and dropping 
them over New York and New 
Jersey to test their effectiveness. 

And now comes this blow to 
the lady hornworm's ego. De- 
partment scientists rigged up 
traps with so-called "black 
light" lamps, which emit rays 
that are invisible to hunman be- 
ings but attract moths. 

An average of four male 
months were caught each night 
Rut when two females were 
placed in the trap, the niglitly 
catch soared to 1.1 .Si.\ females 
entrapped 2t males and 10 
boosted the average to <8 males, 

"Experiments showed that the 
addition of each additional fe- 
male moth, up to a maximum 
of 10. was equal to installing 
another 15-watt light trap." the 
department reported 

I ani not entirely certain 
what use the department plans 
to make of this discovery, hut 
I imagine something like this 
will happen: 

Female hookworm moths will 
feel highly insulted upon learn- 
ing that their stimulation quo- 
tient averages only 15 watts. 
They will immediately head for 
the' beauty parlor and take steps 
to get their wattage up. 

One night a hunch of male 
moth will be hanging around a 
street lamp when a female flics 
past. "Whoo-cc'" they will ex- 
claim. "There goes a .10-wat- 
Icr." 

At this point the department's 
chemists u-il Istep in. produce' 
the sicpped-up alUirant artifi- 
cially and use it to entice the' 
poor lads to their doom. • I

WASHINGTON — President 
John.son observed his .'iVth 
birthday today, delighting in 
the rigors of a job that gets 
tougher every day. 

If a man can gauge his well- 
being by physical and economic 
standards, the Chief E.xecutive 
is well-off for a man of 57. 

His only apparent physical 
problem is weight-watching. 
And his only concession to his 
1955 heart attack is a long nap 
each afternoon. 

Johnson observes his birthday 
today in a state of unrelenting 
concern over the .safety of soe*- 
ety, the conduct of government 
and his own place in history. 
Never in modern times has a 
U.S. president more relished 
such challenges. 

But with all his zest for the 
job, one fact keeps popping up: 
the presidency gets tougher" by 
the day. 

Since he took office In the 
shock of his predecessor's as- 
sassination, he has waded 
through one crisis after an- 
other. They Came in a never- 
ending stream— Vict Nam, Do- 
minican revolt, East-West ten- 
sions, race riots. 

Probably no other president 
has been in such personal con- 
trol of an administration. This 
might mean more work, but his 
take-charge personality thrives 
on it. And since the job is an 
avocation as well as a \'ocaiion 
with him. Johnson does not ex- 
perience the customary execu- 
tive need for a change of pace 

The . President's work sched- 
ule is an early-and-late system, 
which might be good for hini 
but not so gotxl for those who 
work for him. He arrives at his 
office about mid - morning, 
works until about 2 or 3 p,m,. 



then lunches and takes his nap. 
He's back at work between 4 
and 5 p.m. and keeps going un- 
til well into the evening. 

Most of the time Johnson 
sticks to a relatively low calor 
ie diet, watching his weight and 
getting enough exercise to keep 
up his muscle tone. He gets 
most of his exercise by walking 
around the White House south 
grounds or strolling about his 
"Te.xas ranch. He also swims in 
the tepid waters of the White 
House swimming pool. 

At the urging of the First 
Lady and his White House doc- 
tor. Rear Adm. George Burk- 
ley, Johnson leaves the White 
House almost every weekend. 
He either flies to his ranch or 
spends the time at Camp David, 
Md. 

But at either place, he con- 
tinues to run the ship of state 
by telephone — making calls by 
the dozen. 

Looking at his fantastic con- 
gressional record, plus his per- 
sonal popularity, there is no 
doubt in the minds of tho.se 
close to him that he will be re- 
elected in 19G8. Maybe not by 
the record-breaking majority of 
1964. but still by a highly re- 
spectable margin. 

Johnson shows no signs of 
disputing this rosy outlook. But 
his many years of political ex- 
perience have taught him to 
run hard. Because of this, he is 
sometimes called a consuipmate 
politician. 

He had rather, however, be 
called a dedicated leader and 
champion of a peaceful and 
prosperous society. And for at 
least seven biore birthdays, 
that is just what he intends to 
be.

- Earwigs 

Earwigs are on the prowl 
in many places where they 
either survived temporary 
control efforts in tlie spring 
or were not treated at all. A 
good way to get rid of them 
now, Donald Youtz, county 
agent, said, is to spray or 
dust with DDT. 

The best spots to apply 
the insecticide are around 
foundations o f buildings, 
along fences and walks. To 
prevent migration to gar- 
dens, spray a four-foot strip 
along the boundartes. An- 
other effective method is to 
spray burlap sacks and put 
them on the ground near in- 
fested areas. Earwigs will 
seek their shade during the 
day and absorb lethal doses. 

The recommended rate 
for treatment is one pound 
of wettable 50 per cent DDT 
powder to four gallons of 
water. The spray may be 
used effectively on lawns 
and shrubs but should not 
be applied on garden vegeta- 
-bles. Chlorodane is also an 
effective chemical for the 
pests.

Wool Program 
Levy Remains 
At Old Rate 

SMOSHONE— Deductions from 
wool program incentive pay- 
ments for the 1965 marketing 
year to finance the wool and 
lamb producer's self-help pro- 
gram will continue at the same 
rates as In the past, according 
to Eugene Alexander, chairman 
o fthe Lincoln County Agricul- 
tural Stabilization and Conser- 
vation Committee. 

Deduction rates will be one 
cent per^pourid.from shorn wool 
payments and five cents per 
hundred pounds of livcweight 
from unshorn lambs payments. 
These rales are the same as 
those made from payments re- 
ceived by producers since the 
beginning of the program. 

The chairman pointed out that 
the promotion is conducted by 
the American Sheep Producers 
Council, under an agreement 
with the secretary of agriculture 
providing for advert Isitig. sales 
promotion and related market 
development activities on wool 
and lamb. 



MOSCOW — A new hard red 
winter wheat with excellent 
stripe rust resistance has been 
approved for release to Idaho 
growers this fall, reports Dr. 
R. D. Ensign, associate director 
of the University of Idaho Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Station. 

The new variety. named 
Ilana-65, was developed by Dr. 
Warren K. Pope, station agro- 
nomist, and Paul Wetter, for- 
mer research assistant, from 
« single plant selection made in 
1961 from Itana. 

Approximately 500 bushels of 
Itana-Ji5 seed will be available 
to certified growers this fall 
through the Idaho Crop Im- 
provement Association, Ensign 
said. This seed is now being 
harvested at the University's 
Tetonia Branch Experiment 
Station. It is expected that 
Itana-fiS seed will be generally 
available in soutlicastern Idaho 
in the fall of IHGti 

The new wheat has stripe rust 
resistance that is "belter than 
any commercial hard red winter 
wheat grown in the Northwest." 
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Spread of Halo Blight in 
Valley Prompts Controls 



The continuing spread of halo 
blight is threauning the future 
existence of the seed bean' in- 
dustry in Miigic Valley. 

Last year the blight was a 
serious problem. Seventy-seven 
fields owned by about 40 grow- 
ers were destroyed throughout 
the state lo containing ihe dis- 
ease. 

But this year has already 
seen more beans destroyed. By 
the beginning of this > week 
there hud been 1.185 acres own- 
ed by 70 Magic Valley growers 
destroyed, according to Dr. 
Clyde BuKher, state plant path- 
ologist, who is directing the de- 
tection and eradication program 
in Southern Idaho. This is about 
twice the Incidence of the di- 
sease in 19647 

"_And a great many of^ the 
diseased' fields have not yet 
been discovered," Dr. Butcher 
continued. 

The seriousness of the prob- 
lem was emphasized. "People 
in Magic Valley must under- 
stand that If we can't control 
the blight there won't be any 
seed bean business in this 
area," he said. 

Dr. Butcher reported there Is 
no discernible pattern in the 
blight's spread. Each area that 
grows beans is peppered with 
outbreaks. However the largest 
concentrations seem to be In 
the Kimberly-Hansen area and 
south of Burley. 

There is no known cure for 
halo blight. The only thing that 
can be done for its control is to 
eradicate the disease at the 
source by plowing infected 
fields. 

The bacteria Is not destroyed 
by plowing until all of the origi- 
nal bean host is decomposed. 
No succeeding bean crop will 
escape infection uriiil all of the 
plowed-under crop' is decom- 
posed. For this reason no beans 
are allowed to follow an in- 
fected crop for at least three 
years. 

Halo blight has no other 
known host, however, and any 
crop other than beans may fol 
low In a normal rotation. 

It is particularly important to 
detect the disea.se before the 



l>eans are sold for seed to pre- 
vent its spread on' the seed 
throughiuit the worUl. 

Donald Voutz, Twin Falls 
county agent, said that "lilowing 
is an eiiK'Tgency nieasure adO[v 
ted by tlie commissioner of ag- 
riculture and recommended by 
the industry — both growers 
and commercial people. The 
very presence of the disease is a 
threat to the industry," 

"This urea established Its 
reputation by providing disefl,se- 
free seed, and it now provides ... 
about S5 per cent of the.ffit;,.,J; 
lion's seed supply," Youtz con- 
tinued. "If we lose that repu- 
tation buyers will begin to look 
at other sources of seed beans, 
and we will lose our premium 
seed prices," he said. 

Both Dr. Butcher nnd Voutz 
praHied (he cdoperalion shoii'n 
by growers and buyers. "The 
growers are 100 per cent behind 
the program," Youtz said. 
"They realize that it is their 
premium seed price that is at 



stake.'* 

Enforcement of directives to 
destroy hliglued fields is In the 
hands of Ihe Idaho Slate De- 
partment of .•\grlculture. How- 
ever, there has been no prol>- 
lem. According to Dr, Diiu her, 
" The cooperation we get is won- 
derful." 

Itegarding question.s he had 
received. Youtz said that "when 
a fleld.4s, ordered destroyed it 
must bo plowed — not disced". " 

Youtz said it is unforliinato 
that "during this crisis wo have 
iiadj these frequent rains and 
high hunidlty which are favor- 
able for the development of the 
blight." Usually prolonged hot 
drjr weather reduces the danger 
of the disease. 

"But the past three summers 
have been unusually cool and 
wet," he continQed: "A hot "dry 
summer would do more to get 
rid of this than anything else," 
he said.

HYATTSVILLE, Md.— Wheat 
prices generally turned down' 
ward during the May-July pe- 
riod a.i trading moved toward a 
new-crop basis, according to 
USDA^'Quarterly— Summary of 
the Consumer and Marketing 
Service. 

Spring wheat was Bn excep- 
tion and chalked up moderate 
gains. Despite the downturn. 
■ wosr-grahr— prices -^vere— well 
above a year earlier. Carryover 
stocks of wheat were nine per 
cent below last year, and hold 
ings of feed grains stood at 79 
million tons— 17 per cent below 
the previous year. Exports of 
most .grains continued at high 
levels. 

Wheat prices lost ground dur- 
ing May and' June. However, 
according to the survey, the 
markets turned upward and 
some of the early loss was re- 
gained In July as wet weather 
delayed harvesting and l. light 
offerings found good domesti 
and export demand. 

While prices remained un- 
changed for both hard winter 
and soft red wheat at the end 
of the third week in July, 
spring wheat closed moderauly 
higher as "free* supplies were 
held tightly and harvesting had 
not yet begun. White wheat was 
down from a year ago. 

Carryover stocks of wheat 
oji July I totaled 819 million 
bushels— the smallest for that 
date in H yeart. The Commod- 
ity Credit Corporation owned 
nearly 690 million bushels of the 
total carryover. i 

Exports of wheat and flour 
during 1964-65 amounted to 718 
million bushels, 130 million bu- 
shels less than . the previous 
season's record. Milling of 
. wheat for flour ran about 51 
million behind 1963-S4's pace. 

The report estimated domes- 
tic supplies of wheat for the

conditions, at 3.3 billion bushels, 
about 19 million less than last 
season.

Frank Wiersma. associate 
professor of agricultural etngl- 
neering and Gerald H. Stott, 
professor and head of the de- 
partment of dairy science, both 
of the University of Arizona at 
Tucson, said. "A cow under 
heat stress commonly runs body 
temperatures as .high as five 
and even six degrees above 
normal and, although patholog- 
ically healthy, she is 'function- 
ally sick'. "

losses from heat stress because 
of both low breeding efficiency 
and loss In milk producjtion. 
they reported. ' ■ i 

In a series of tests with an 
Arizona herd. Wiersma and 
Stott found that when 43 head 
of Holstelns scheduled for 
breeding during the summer 
months were placed in a corral 
provided with a shade equipped 
with evaporative coolers they 
had tnarkedly higher breeding 
efficiencies than a control group^ 
of cows provided with conven- 
tional shade. , . 
"Apparently animals of the 



control group yere so seriously 
affected by hot weather that 
there was av.,carryover of im^ 
pairment of reproductive abil 
Ity into the 'fcooler. weal^ier pe- 
riod of September and43ctol)er," 
they observed. 

« Carefully conducted experi 
ments during summer '.months 
had indicated a drop in actual 
pregnancy at 40 days post- 
breeding from 60 per cent down 
to 17 per cent in lactating cows 
"Basic experimental work has 
shown that conception usually 
occurs in these animals. but_the 
embryo is. lost by the time of 
placentation (32 days post- 
breeding)," they noted.

National Farm Real Estate Values 
Rise Six Per Cent to $159.4 Billion 



WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Agriculture Department Tues- 
day estimated the market value 
of all farm real estate in the 
United States at $159.4 billion 
as of last March 1. 

This was $8.6 billion, or 6 per 
cent, above the figure of 150.2 
billion a year earlier, and $1.6 
billion, or 1.5 per cent above the 
market value on Nov. 1, 1964.

Use of Plant 
FoodWiQ * 
Double Soon 

WASHINGTON (AP) — A sur 
vey by an agricultural service 
organization shows that by 1970 
the average commercial farmer 
will be using nearly double the 
amount of plant food he now 
uses. . 

Officials of Doane Agriculture 
Service, Inc.. said their survey 
Indicates that farmers will 
spend, on tTis average, $2,000 
annually for fertilixer by the 
end of this decade. This repre- 
sents aljout IS tons of plant food 
and Is about double the SI, 100 
average expenditure per farm 
In 1964. 

The Doane researchers said 
that while there will be fewer 
farmers by 1970, they will be 
more important customers and 
will demand greater service 
from suppliers. The researchers 
said the supplier will be called 
on to provide decision-making 
Information, to offer substitute 
services for farm labor, to pro- 
vide service that can substitute 
for equipment investment, and 
to provide credit where it is 
more economical than other cap- 
ital sources. 



WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Interior Department said crops 
grown on Bureau of Reclama- 
tion projects in the West in 
19M reached a record gross val- 
ue of $1.5 billion, averaging out 
to $194 per acre. 

The bureau's 1964 crop report 
shows that nearly 130,000 family 
farms, representing 526,000 per- 
sons, grew more than 150 differ- 
ent crops on 7,522,711 acres irri- 
gated by reclamation projects. 

Tho reclamation farms av- 
erage less than 100 irrigated 
acres. The 1964 crop total was 
$92 million greater than the 
1963 crop. The per-acre value 
for 1964 wins up $10 over 1963. 

Since the reclamation pro- 
gram began In 1906, the aggre- 
gate value, of crops grown on 
ndamatloi^ -projects — amounts 
to $21.7 billion. This return, 
from Irrigation alone. Is rough- 
ly five times the entire federal 
cost of plant, property, and 
equipment in reclamation works 



The report also points out that 
irrigation permits the reclama- 
tion farmer to diversify his 
crops In order to produce those 
in short supply and high de- 
mand, rather than restrict him- 
self to dryland operations de- 
pendent on a few crops, fre- 
quently in surplus supply.

The increases ranged from 3 or 
4 per cent In several states In 
New England and tn Mountain 
and Pacific regions, to 8 per 
cent or more in most states in 
the Southern half of the coun- 
try. 

ERS said the rate of volun- 
tary farm sales In the year end- 
ed March 1 was 4 per cent t)e- 
low the rate for the preceding 
year. The rate of farm fore- 



closures, at 1.4 per 1,000 farms 
was^a little "lower than the pre- 
vious year. 

Land buyers continued to be 
chiefly farmers, mostly those 
enlarging their present farms. 
Half of all sales in 1963-64 were 
for this purpose. 

Mgre than half of all pur- 
chases were by individuals who 
already owned farmland, and 9 
per cent of these were farm op- 
erators at the time of purchase. 
ERS said they were substan- 
tially older and were operating 
larger acreages than buyers 
making their first purchase. 

ERS said sellers were the 
largest single source of credit 
for financing land purchases, 
accounting for 39 per cent of all 
credit sales in 1963-64.

Harvester Is 
Haying Aid 

ATHENS, Ga.,— High qual 
Ity hay can be produced using 
a flail-type forage harvester for 
both mowing and conditioning 
and for field pick-up, the Amer- 
Ican S oc i e ty of Agricu UuFal-En^ 



gineers reported. 
The society rejxirted that 
5 with new high capacity flail 
• type forage harvesters it is pos- 
sible to harvest about 7.5 acres 
or 15 tons of dry hay equivalent 
per day following a plan of cut- 
ting in the morning, four to five 
hours of drying the middle of 
the day, and field pickup the 
Mme day. 

In three-year tests of the sys- 
tem, raking of the hay was 
found to be unnecessary where 
artificial drying was used and 
hay was removed from the field 
before being rained on. 

The system used in field tests 
eonsists of two men, a flail 
harvester, two self-unloading 
wagons, a forage blower, and 
three tractors. 

"This appears to be a prom- 
ising system to supplement a 
haylage or silage program on 
the same farm," Rowe said. 

"All forage material would 
then bo handled in chopped 
foim, transported using the 
Mms self-unloading wagons 
tad unloaded through the same 
fsnge blower. 

"Even though a conventional 
chopper were required for corn 
or haylage crops, the basic sys- 
tem would permit the flexibility 
of handling some of the forage 
crop as hay but with a very 
tmall additional Investment In 
machinery."

the blight's version of Russian 
roulette. Only a small— less than 
one per cent — of the growers 
have had Infected crops. Yet the 
economic blow can be consider- 
able to the Individual farmer 
who must plow under his beans. 

Henry G. Selvers, Klmberly, 
was one of the first bean grow- 
ers to plow under his diseased 
beans. "I stood to lose about 
$250 an acre on the field," he 
said, "but I went In on the In- 
surance plan and am Insured 
for $135 an acre, which cut my 
loss." 

Sievers enrolled In an In- 
surance plan sponsored by the 
South Central Idaho Bacterial 
Blight Control Association, a 
group of local bean growers who 
set up a pooling agreement to 
protect those who must destroy 
their beans in the blight fight. 

At a meeting of the associa- 
tion's board of directions held 
Tuesday in Jerome, Wilmer J. 
Priest, Jerome county agent, 
announced that 56,831 acres — 
roughly one-third of the total 
bean acreage in Magic Valley — 
were now Insured by the as- 
sociation. 

Of the total, 50,000 acres were 
insured for J135 per acre for a 
premium of up to $6 an acre, 
and the balance was covered for 
$90 for apremium of up to $< 
an acre. Should the total acre- 
age destroyed exceed four per 
cent of the total Insured acre- 
age, payments per acre would 
be reduced proportionately. 

Priest said the formation of 
the growers' asociatlon last year 
showed the active concern of 
the growers with the control of 
the blight. 

Further, he mentioned that 
seed buyers were supporting the 
association's control measures. 
He noted that there are 11 
major buyers who require mem- 
bership in the association's in- 



surance program. 

The association requires a con- 
tracting person to destroy what- 
ever portion of his crop, the state 
in'spectprs deem necessary for 
control of the blight. 

At the association's Tuesday 
meeting, special concern was 
voiced over the use of dis- 
eased seed within the state of 
Idaho. 

John Rcmsberg, Rupert, chair- 
man of the Association, noted 
that 1966 will be the first year 
that all seed used within the 
state is inspected and declared 
blight-free. 

Seed must p.iss inspection to 
be certified for use in Idaho 
to prevent further contamina- 
tion of this primary seed-pro- 
ducing area. 



After the beans are in the 
windrow, association members 
are not required to destroy the 
crop, because the danger of sec- 
ondary spread of the disease is 
lessened If precautionary meas- 
ures such as cleaning out com- 
bines between fields are follow- 
ed. 

However the danger of pri- 
mary spread of the disease 
through the seed still remains. 
For this reason no infected | 
beans can be used for seed In 
Idaho. 

Dr. Butcher pointed out at the 
Jerome meeting, however, that 
out-of-state buyers are short of 
disease-free seed and may ac- 
cept traces of blight on the seed 
they buy. Because there is an

The touring party's three bus- 
es and considerable caravan of 
cars made the first slop In 
Magic Valley at' the Willard 
Garrard feedlots southwest of 
Twin Falls. There the visitors 
were shown the feeding facil- 
ities which are situated on Gar- 
rard's '320 acres. 

Of interest was the cluster of 
four 20,000-bushel grain and 
haylage tanks, which are serv- 
iced by a centrally-located barn. 
These tanks, along with a light- 
er tank, provide enough feed 
storage for the 800-head feed- 
ing operation. 

The overall efficiency of 
Garrard's operation is not yet 
known because this is, his first 
year using the newly completed 
facilities. However, his prelim- 
inary results were, pointed out 
to the touring cattlemen. 

With his first lot of 44 heifers 
he raised the average weight 
from 638 pounds to 938 pounds, 
a three-pound gain per day, 
During that time he fed field- 
chopped hay and ensilage which 
had been processed 21 days. In 
addition he fed soft corn for 68 
days. 

Garrard told the touring party 
that he cuts his hay at the high- 
protein stage and puts it in his 




tanks which use breather bags 
for oxygen-free storage. 

He liigs been able to get 12 
tons of haylage per acre and 14 
to 15 tons pf callage per acre. 

Garrard did net feed pptatoes, 
last year because of the pro- 
hibitively high prices., However 
he hopes that prices will allow 
feeding potatoes this year. He 
chops the potatoes, and mixes 
them directly with the haylage. 

In answer to a question, Gar- 
rard said he feeds young heif- 
ers 17 pounds of rolled mixed 
grain, 10 pounds of callage and 
one pound of supplement. More 
is fed to larger animals. 

Garrard (old his visitors that 
his latest sale of 45 head yielded 
10 prime, 33 choice and two 
good animals.

Indians Spend 
65 Per Cent of 
Income for Food 

NEW DELHI, India— A per- 
son in India spends more than 
65 per cent of hLs total income 
for food. 

This was recently revealed by 
the "Diet Atlns of India" pre- 
pared by the Indian Council of 
Medical Research based on a 
number of surveys made in 
different parts of that country. 

Rural people spend a greater 
proportion of their income on 
food grains than do those living 
in urb.Tn areas. On the average, 
villagers spend 41 per cent of 
their income on food grains, 8 
per cent on milk and milk prod- 



ucts and 19 per cent on other 
food items. 

The average city dweller 
spends 25 per cent of his income 
on food grains, 9 per cent on 
milk and milk products and 26 
per cent on other food items. 

The average calories per day 
intake per adult in the Punjab. 
Himachal Pradesh. M a d h y a 
Pradesh, Utlar Pradesh and 
West Bengal was found to be 
about 3.000 while in other states 
it ranges from 2.000 to 2.500. 
Kerala is reported as having 
the lowest intake with only 
about 1,800 calorics.

The row between House and 
Senate' is over the extent of fed- 
eral control to be authorized. 

■Inhnson told legislators con- 
cerned with the bill Thursday 
that it' is urgent legislation and 
tliat he is eager for them to re- 
solve their differences quickly 
and send if-ta^im (or signing. 

The legislation has been held 
up in a conference committee 
since the Hou.se passed the Sen-j 
aie measure in amended form 
April 28. 

Under the Senate version, the 
secretary of healih, education 
and welfare would have power 
to fix water quality standards 
for interstate rivers and 
streams. 

The House' rejected this as too 
broad a ^rant of federal power. ' 
substituting a provision under - 
which the states would have to 
certify they are setting up their 
own water quality criteria by 
1967. 

The sticking point now is 
House insistence on provision 
for quick court tests of federal 
regulations. Senators said this 
would permit a company caus- 
ing pollution to tie up the en- 
forcement procedures for years.

Smylie Hits 
Action on 
Fishing 

BOISE (AP) — Opposition was 
voiced today by Gov. Robert E 
Smylie to any unilateral action 
by the federal government in 
the regulating of off-reservation 
fishing by Indians on Pacific 
Northwest streams. 

Smylie made public a letter 
to John A. Carver Jr.. under- 
secretary of the Interior, who 
had asked the Idaho governor 
for reaction to proposed regu- 
lations governing Indian fishing. 

"What we need." Smvlie told 
his news conference, "is more 
consultation and less unilateral 
action." 

In his letter. Smylie asked 
Carver 4o postpone^ the effective 
date of the proposed regulations 
to permit more time for study 
hy the states of Oregon. Wash- 
ington and Idaho. 

"Your proposal." Smylie told 
Carver, "would seem to be de- 
pendent for success upon par- 
ticipation by the states. Yet 
your program would seeminglv 
constitute an extension of fed- 
eral rule making to some de- 
gree into state areas of juris- 
diction. 

"There Is also the pwssibilitv 
that participation by the states 
in the proposal as outlined could 
wrongfully be interpreted as 
abandonment of .several Jong 
stading contentions on the part 
of the states as to the proper 
and limited interpretation which 
should be placed on the Indians" 
off-reservation treaty rights." 

Smylie said his views were 
concurred in hy the Idaho Fish 
and Game Department and bv 
the governors of Oregon and 
Washington.

NEW YORK (AP) — Those 
high-paying preferred stocks, 
beloved of estate trustees and 
conservative investors who may 
have inherited them, are beat- 
ing n retreat before the federal 
lax collector. 

So far this year at least 11 
companies have redeemed pre- 
ferred issues for cash, and last 
year 15 did. This year six others 
have switched to debentures or 
are in the process of doing so 
The reason is thiit inlercst paid 
on debentures or other forms of 
corporate debt rates as compa- 
ny expense and therefore is tax 
deductible; dividends paid to 
holders of preferred stock come 
out of net income after taxes 
already have been paid. 

The corporation .saves money 
by switching. In many ca.ses the 
previous holder of preferred 
stock gets a higher yield from 
his new debenture. And the tax 
.savings 10 the corporation in- 
crease the net income available 
for dividend payments to the 
common shareholder. 

In this fashion have federal 
tax laws instituted after the 
preferrcds were first issued 
changed the thinking of today's 
boards of directors. 

U.S. Steel proposes to save 
money thus by replacing the 3.6 
million outstanding 7 per cent 
preferred shares with deben- 
tures. It pays out more than $25 
million a year for dividends on 
the prijferred out of net income 
after taxes. It may save from 
$10 million to 112 miUidn a year 
by paying interest on deben 
turcs and thus cutting the 
amount of gross earnings sub 
jeet to federal tax.

Q. Why is it that some com- 
panies can pay out dividends 
which are wholly or partly a 
"return of capital" and which 
are not taxable as dividend In- 
come? 1 refer specifically to 
dividends paid on the stocks of 
certain public utility companies 
— including some in which 1 own 
stock. 

And when o company tells me 
about this situation, why does 
it also say that the tax status 
might change in subsequent 
years? 

A. Tlie return-of-capital situ 
ation is based on a most com 
plicated account formula. Public 
utility companies are good cx 
amples. 

An electric power company 
for instance, might build a huge 
generating plant and be allowed 
to use "accelerated deprecia- 
tion." It would "write off" for 
tax purposes a rather sizable 
amount of its investment in the 
plant each year. 

Without getting bogged down 
in details, this process would 
reduce the utility's taxable in- 
come. But the company would 
still get revenues from the sale 
of electrioity the plant gen- 
erates. 

The company would be getting 
back its capital. And part of 
that money could then be 
passed on to stockholders (the 
owners of the company) on 
roughly the same basis. 

As far as Internal Revenue 
Service rules go. the return of 
capital to stockholders is not in- 
come. It is counted as the 
shareholders' own money being 
returned to thein. 

So that portion is not taxed as 
income. 

But thero'^ much more to it 
than that. Each such return of 
capital reduces the "cost basis" 
of the stock hold by a share- 
owner. If you sell at a price 
higher than your cost basis, 
the difference is a capital gain. 
It is taxable as such. 

Companies in this situation 
cannot be sure nf the tax status 
on their dividends from one year 
to the next. Verv often they 
have to fight out the exact 
status with the Internal Reve- 
nue Service,

An annuity will provide you 
with a steady amount of dollars 
as long a.s you live. An annuity 
provides a fixed amount of dol- 
lars and doesn't protect against 
the declining purchasing power 
of the dollar. 

However, for someone In your 
position and nt your age, that 
shouldn't be too serious a prob- 
lem. 

Q. You wrote that "under the 
gifts made In contemplation of 
death" rule, gifts made within 
the period of three years before 
a donor's death will be included 
in the donor's estate for tax 
purposes. I dispute that state- 
ment. It Is frequently easy for 
executors to prove that death 
was not contemplated and that 
the gifts are not taxalile as part 
of the estate. 

A. I can only say that those 
executors must have found 
awfully friendly tax people.
